lf it were not for the reduc­ 
tion in price which the refiners 
were compelled to make on ac­ 
count of the cut in the tariff rate, 
Orange 
county 
beet 
growlers 
would be entering upon their most 
prosperous 
season. 
They 
are 
naturally a hardy and resourceful 
lot of men 
and 
are 
not easily 
daunted, 
but they may 
be par­ 
doned for viewing the immediate 
future with apprehension. 
Announcement has been made 
by the refiners that they cannot 
continuo to operate their plants 
after the full tariff cut goes into 
effect in 1916. 
Two in other parts 
of the state have already closed 
their doors and many others will 
follow next year, 
unless 
some 
other way 
can 
be 
found out of 
their difficulty. 
They say they 
can continue if the people of their 
territory will buy their sugar ex­ 
clusively, and are making a vigor­ 
ous campaign of education along 
this line. 
This is certainly little 
enough to ask, and little enough 
for the people of Southern Cali­ 
fornia to give for the support of 
so important an industry. 
This will be found to be espe­ 
cially true 
when 
we 
remember 
that no 
sacrifice 
is 
demanded. 
Government experts have declar- 
ed the beet sugar to be the same 


as the cane product in all partic­ 
ulars and just as good for all do­ 
mestic uses. The price is the sam e 
or, in som e cases, a little better 
for the consumer, 
lf the sugar is 
fully as good and costs no more, 
what excuse can the people of this 
section give for refusing or neg­ 
lecting to support so important a 
home industry? 
Business men of all classes can­ 
not afford to see 
an 
enterprise 
representing som e $15,000,000 
go 
by the board. 
Their interests are 
the community interests and any 
such failure as this could not fail 
to affect them disastrously. Ranch­ 
ers cannot afford 
to 
allow 
the 
thousands of acres now devoted 
to beet culture to be turned back 
to other crops, since that would 
increas« the output of their own 
products and endanger the prices 
they are now receiving. 
Work­ 
ingmen would find the same com­ 
petition when all the forces now 
kept busy in the growing and mar­ 
keting of beets were 
thrown 
on 
the labor market against them. 
In short, no one in alt Southern 
California can afford to see these 
great refineries closed down and 
the 
money 
their 
output 
would 
bring sent to swell the returns to 
the great eastern refiners. Here 
is an opportunity to practice the 
doctrine w e all so 
industriously 
preach. 
Let all Southern Califor­ 
nians buy only Southern Califor­ 
nia sugar and, by so doing, help 
to keep and build up what is now 
one of the most valuable indus­ 
tries in this section of tho state.

Fixing Rates Public Utilities 


(From the Ixia A ngeles Financial N ew s) 


Ono of tho most im p o rta n t decisions in which tho 
fixing of rules to lie c h a rg e d by a public utility is 
decided vvas one handed dow n this week by th e 
California State Railroad Com mission. 
It is sw eep ­ 
ing in ch aracter and w as in the case of the tow n of 
Antioch, Contra Costa C ounty, a g a in s t the Pacific 
Gas and Electric C om pany, th e com plaint ch arg in g 
th at the rates charged by th e com pany for electricity 
for general dom estic and co m m ercial use for street 
lighting were* unreasonable. T h e decision was ag ain st 
the company and d ecrees th a t rates shall be fixed 
on u basis of the m oney h onestly and wisely sp e n t 
in providing service for th e public, and th a t no al­ 
low ances shall be m ade for unearned in crem en t of 
property owned by the public utilities. 
It e stab lish es 
a principle which will affect every com m unity w hose 
utilities arc under the c o n tro l of the State C om m is­ 
sion. 
According to the decision the following facts 
a re established: 
T he cost of g en eratin g electricity and tran s m ittin g 
it to any com m unity is s e p a ra te d entirely from the 
local cost of distribution. 
T h e cost of electric energy 
at the gates or border of a com m unity will be con­ 
stant, but the local co st of distribution will vary 
according to the size and facilities of a com m unity. 
Little weight will be given to values of any cor­ 
poration as a “going c o n ce rn ,” especially to hypo­ 
thetical estim ates of the co st of developing a busi­ 
ness. 


F o r tho Pacific G as and E lectric C om pany tho 
constant rate for tile delivery of electric energy at a 
comm unity b o rd er is se t ut 7.312 m ills for each 
kilow att hour. 
in the decision it is declared th a t “A public utility 
is entitled to a re aso n a b le return upon such money 
as it has honestly and wisely expended for the public. 
It should not be allow ed a return on m oney which it 
has expended d ish o n estly or w ithout a fair degree 
of wisdom.’’ 
T h e decision was w ritten by Commis­ 
sioner Max T h elan and in concurring in th e opinion 
Com missioner J o h n M. E shelm an says: 
“It is impossible in advance to s ta te ru les of gen­ 
eral application for d eterm ining the sum upon w'hich 
a utility may b e p e rm itted to earn. 
B u t we shall 
alw ays have in m ind tw o things: F irst, th a t under 
private ow n ersh ip we m u st be so generous, and no 
m ore generous, a s is necessary to get o u r public util­ 
ity w'ork done an d m oney invested in th e enterprise, 
and, second, w e m u st alw ays have in m ind the com­ 
parison betw een th e conditions th a t would exist if 
public ow nership w ere resorted to and those th at

little attention is paid to it. 
Smith’s arm was seemingly drawn 


back to get into 
the 
punch— his 
favorite right swing—all the power 
he had. 
He may have been so ex­ 
cited that he didn’t know what he 
was doing. 
Smith has been a foul 
fighter in the United States, but ref­ 
erees have not had sufficient cour­ 
age to disqualify him. 
Most of those who saw the fight 
insist that the blow was not hard 
enough to hurt, that 
it 
glanced. 
Such being the case, it was only a 
technical foul, and these are disre­ 
garded 
constntly 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
As a general rule an un­ 
intentional foul which does no dam­ 
age seldom calls for more than a 
reprimand and a threat from the 
referee. 
While the photograph shows that 
a foul was probably committed, it 
does not settle the question if it was 
of sufficient Importance

the loss of a fight.

Two Hundred aud Six 
Million Dollars Spent 
on Good Roads in 1913 


An interesting tabulated statement 
has been issued by the ll. 8. Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, showing the total 
state expenditures for 
roads 
during 
the year 1913, the amount of state aid­ 
ed roads completed in that year, and 
the total mileage of improved and un­ 
improved roads, 
in addition, it shows 
the amount of automobile revenues re­ 
ceived in 1913 and the 
state 
funds 
available for the present year, l ‘J14. 
The local cash road and bridge ex­ 
penditures on the part of counties, dis­ 
tricts and townships has not yet been 
compiled for 1913. 
The figures for 
1912 are given, however, and it is 
estimated that these are lit per cent 
lower than those for the year 1913. 
The table shows that in 1913 there 
was a total expenditure of stato funds 
for roads of approximately $38,750,01)0. 
The local road expenditures, if a IO 
ber cent increase over 1912 in correct, 
would amount to $151,250,000. 
In ad­ 
dition, there must be counted approxi­ 
mately ♦lf),OOO,OOO, as the value of 
statute labor In working out the road 
tax. 
This makes a total outlay for 
roads In 1913 of about /$206,000,000. 
In 1904 the total expenditures for 


labor aggregated a little 
less 
than 
$80,000,000, so that the present an­ 
nual expenditure for roads is' more 
than two and a half times as great 
as it was nine years ago. 
The fact that the states for 1914 
have appropriated nearly $43,000,000, 
or an increase of more than $4,000,000, 
over the 1913 appropriation, and an 
increase of nearly $13,000,000 over the 
1912 state appropriation, indicates an 
increased interest in the slate devel­ 
opment of good roads. 
The mileage 
of road*- built with the aid of state 
funds, to the close of 1913 aggregated 
nearly 21,000 miles, or 
only 
about 
2000 miles less than the famous na­ 
tional road system of France. 
It is interesting to nt^te that, as 
the table shows, there are now but 
nine states that set aside no state 
funds for road building, and there are 
only seven states which now have no 
state highway law. 
The table shows 
that 
automobile 
owners paid In licenses and fees in 
1913, $7,820,895, nearly all of which 
was applied to road work 
This sum 
is ubout one-thirtieth of the total of 
the state and local expenditure for 
roads.

The figures for 
1912 are given, however, and it is 
estimated that these are lh per cent 
lower than those for the year 1912. 
The table shows that in 1912 there 
was a total expenditure of state funds 
for roads of approximately $28,750,000. 
The local road expenditures, if a lo 
ber cent increase over 1912 in correct, 
would amount to $151,250,000. 
in ad­ 
dition, there must be counted approxi­ 
mately $15,000,000, as the value of 
statute labor in working out tile road 
tax. 
This makes u total outlay for 
road3 in 1912 of about ^$206,000,000. 
Iii 1904 the total expenditures for
